THE GOVERNMnXT I'OLIOY. 

Tlio agioeiiieiif. c.iine to by tho Domin- 
ion and province ineeta with thcf approval 
of nearly every ^ne. "There are a few 
maleontenta to be sure; but they are gen- 
erally defeated politicians, played out 
"niiaaioiiariea" and down-at-ilie-lieol edi- 
tors. The policy commends itself to all 
workinynicii, biiainosa men and property- 
holders on ishiiul and mainland. In both 
8eotioi» it ensures employment to tho un- 
employed,' ^rgde^oi^hQ: n^ero^ant, traffic 
for tho common earner ' and enhanced 
value for real estate. To thu.se who think 
the 'province is paying too high a price for 
the jjreat advantages which are promised, 
we would say tliat in 1874 all these ad- 
vantages might liHvu uuoii ubtuin'''! witii- 
out the sacrifice of a s'iuitle acre; but the 
offej^^wi«ja^U[nied. . Againi in 187,5, the 
proVihce refused $750,000 in cosh, as a 
subsidy forbviildingtheislandrailway; and 
yet again, in 1382, they rejected a 6c«ict 
jide proposal tn build tiio island line and 
accepted that of a bogus company instead. 
In addition they lifted the island lands 
reiierve Aind^freeditliq_ Douunibnygovern- 
'inenfc'^frot«"'the 'oliligatiouLto biidi' the 
Eaquiinalt-Nanaimo road. Experience 
has sliowii that tills policy was suicidal; 
and the province is now called oil to make 
some sacrifice to repair damages wliicli 
the /also legisl:>tion of tho past cjiused. 
The people, we are glad to see, are dis- 
posed to ' Rocopt' the ' policy as being the 
very. best that could be adopted under 
the circuh\stanoes; and unless tho govern- 
ment of the country should again fall into 
the hands of profeBsioiial politicians "liard 
times will come iigaiii rm more" in Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

Tho Otter and iho Srapplor Disaster. 

VirioiUA, iMay 8, 1883. 

To TUK Editoii:— In your to-day 'a issue 
1 notice an article amongst " What Some 
People Say," viz. : 

"That the neglect of Capt. Meyer of the 
Otter to spoiik the canoes in Seymour 
Narrows anil go back fertile body seen 
lioating, will pain no one more tluiii the 
directors of the Navigation company, one 
of whom .(Mr. Dunamuir) .sent his own 
private steamer at his own i!.<puii3o to the 
scene of disaster, to render assistance and 
save lifo," 

Now, Mr. Kditor, as your informant 
was eviJentl\ t.otidly ignorant of the sub- 
ject, ho unch- tuok III write about I bog to 
submit the l.pllowing facts for the infor- 
mation of any one feeling an interest in 
the matter, 

At some time uf the morning on last 
Saturday, about 4 hours to the northward 
of Seymour Narrow*, Mr. Calbroath, oiu- 
of the passengers, faw at tho disfanco of 
about 50 yards from the vessel wh;it he 
thought to be a dead fish floating belly up 
and only until wo heard of the accident of 
the Grappler about five hours afterwards 
did we think it might be a dead body. 
But OS the vesHpl wa.^ then to the .sdulh- 
ward of Seymour Xarrows, through which 
at the time a ciirreni of twelve knots an 
hour waa running on "the first two hours 
of the tloo(l,it would have been nonsense 
to suppose tliat there would bo any chance 
of finding an object after waiting four 
hours for the turn of tide and then steam- 
ing back about 30 miles to limit for .some- 
thing which wa.s taken for a dead fish 
when passed by. 

In another purl of your paper it is 
statea that "two Indian canooa with some 
objects in each (probably bodies) hailed 
the Otter, but she did not atop." 

Now, IMr. Editor, a.s thnar catujes were 
clo-iie enough to the vessel to allow any 
■ one to see that those objects were empty 
Bolnion barrels, you will allow that the 
time of a steamboat with a number of pas- 
sengers on board i.s too' valuable to stop 
for tho sake of picking up those objects, 
especially as the steamer was then only 
about a mile from tlie Indian village at 
which place a bcjat waa sent un shore ac- 
companied by Mr. Calbreatli and tho Rev. 
Mr. Tate, which gentlemen failed to ob- 
tain any particulars besii^es those given to 
the newspapers already on tho arrival of 
the Otter.

FLJklTGBtKn I'KO.Sl'KCT.S OK TIIK (MN.VDIAN 
PACIFIC. 

Ottawa, May 0.— The Canadian Paci- 
fic railway syndicate-has assured the gov- 
ernment that the road will be completed 
in December, 1880, four and a-lialf years 
sooner than the contract calls for. Of 2875 
miles, tho total dist;uice from Montreal to 
the Pacific seaboard, 470 mites have been 
completed, During the summer season 
freight can be shipped through from .Mon- 
treal to Winnipeg, and by utilizing water 
btretchos a practicable route has been se- 
cured. On the north shore of lake Supe- 
rior forty miles have been completed, and 
surveys of 485 miles will be completed in 
two years, thus giving an all rail route 
from Montreal to Winnipeg. 

Tho adoption of Kicking Horse Pass, 
in the Rocky mountains, .sliorten.s the 
line 119 milos. The mini.ster of railways 
Slates that the cost of the road will not 
exceed his estimate one single cent, and 
that by the time of its completion the 
government will have derived S58,000,- 
000 from tho sale of lands, etc., which, 
with tho land grant to the syndicate, will 
cover the entire expenditure of the road, 
thus practically giving a Canadian road, 
connecting the Atlantic with the Pacific, 
without atlding one cent to tho burden of 
taxation. 

DllSFBRATK ArrK.MPT OI' CONVICTS TO 
IC.SIJAl'K. 

IMoNTXK.ti., Nfay (i. — A desperate at- 
tempt was made by live convicts at St. 
Paul Penitentiary to escape on Wednes- 
day night. After getting out of their 
cells they grabbed their keepers. The 
leader'of the gang, named Leblanc, took 
a revolver belonging to tho guard, and in 
a few minutes, when two guards came 
upon tho roinids, they were sot upon by 
the (S)nvictB. Leblanc, preaunting the re- 
volver at the head of one of tho keepers 
called upon him to surrender. Tho other 
guard had an iron padlock in his hand, 
weighing seven poinid.s, and with it struck 
Jjeblanc and frautio-cd his skull so that 
his lifo is de.spaired of . Tiiis ended mat- 
ters, and the other convicts surrendered 
»nd-were locked up. Leblanc made his 
escape about n year ago, but was recap- 
tured. 

CO-MPBLLED TO KE.SIO.N. 
MoN'TltEAL, May ,'). — Quite a sensation 
occurred here by Premier Mouaseau, of 
the Quebec cabinet, .having to resign his 
■eat 'for county Jacques* Oartier; for 
bribery and corruption of voters at his 
l^at election. Money payments and the 
remission of fines due the province for 
liquor selling on Smiday, wore proved on 
the trial, but hia resignation came in 
time to save hiui from being disqualified 
from political life for seven years. The 
aflair has cauaed a groat political 8cand»l, 
. although it is far from being a novelty 
here. 



An Act Selatlna: to tbe Island Sail- 
TiraT' the Q-ravins Socki and 
Hallway Lands of the 

Wlu'roas, negotiations between the 
Governments of Canada and British Co- 
lumbia have been recently pending, rela- 
tive to. the island railway, the graving 
dock, and tho railway lands of tho prn- 
vinco : 

And whereas such negotiations have 
resulted in an agreement between the two 
governments, to the oftect hereinafter 
mentioned, that is to say : — 

(ii.) The legislature of British Columbia 
shall amend the act No. 11 of 18S0, in- 
tituled "An act to authorize tho grant of 
certain public lands on the mainland of 
British Columbia to tho government of 
tho Dominion of Canada for Canadian Pa- 
cific railway purposes," so that the' same 
o.\iciit uf'lund on each side ot tlio line of 
railway through British Columbia, where- 
over finally settled, shall be granted to 
the Dominion government nn lieu of tho 
lands conveyed by that act. 

(/).) The government of British Colum- 
bia shall grant to tho government of Ca- 
nada a portion of the lands set forth and 
described in the act No. 15 of 1882, in- 
tituled "An act to incorporate tho Van- 
couver land and railway company," name- 
ly, that portion of the said lands therein 
described, commencing at the southern 
boundary thereof and extending to a 
lino running east and west, half way be- 
tween Como.x and Seymour Narrows; and 
also a further portion of the lands con- 
voyed by the said act to the northward of 
and contiguous to that portion of the said 
lands last hercmbefore specified, equal in 
o-xtent to tho lands within the limits 
thereof which may have been alienated 
from tho crown by crown grants, pre- 
emption, or otherwise. 

(.-.) Tlie government of British Colum- 
bia shall convey to the government of 
Canada three and one-half millions of 
acres of land in the Peace river district 
of British Columbia, in one rectangular 
block, east of the Rocky Mounlaina, and 
adjoining the Nortli-West Territory of 
Canada. 

((/.) The government of British Colnm- 
bia shall procure the incorporation, by 
act of their legislature, of certain per- 
sons, to be designated by tho government 
of Canada, for the construction of tho 
railway from Eaquimalt to Victoria. 

(e.) The government of Canada agrees 
to secure the construction of a railway 
from Eaquimalt to Wanaimo within three 
and a half years from the date of the in- 
corporation of the odmpnny as before 
mentioned ; such construction to com- 
mence upon the passing of the act re- 
lating to the incorporation of the com- 
pany. 

(/.) Tlie lands on Vancouver Island to 
be so conveyed shall, except as to coal 
and other minerals, arid also' except as to 
timber lands as hereinafter mentioned, be 
open for four years from the passing of 
this act to actual sottlors, for agricultur;d 
purposes, at the rate of one dollar an acre, 
to the extent of ICO acres to each such 
actual settler ; and in grants to settlers 
tho right to cut timber for railway pur- 
poses and rights of way for tho railway, 
and stations, and workshops, shall bo 
reaerved. 

((/.) The government of Canada shall 
forthwith purchase, take over, complete, 
and shall, upon tho completion thereof, 
operate as a Dominion work, tho dry 
dock at Eaquimalt ; and shall be entitled 
to and have conveyed to {hem all the 
lands, approaches, and plant belonging 
thereto, together with tho Imperial ap- 
propriation therefor, and shall forthwith 
pay to tho province as tho price thereof 
the sum of 8250,000, and shall assume 
the now oxiating liabilities of -the province 
in respect of this dock, and shall further 
pay to tho province whatever amounts 
shall have boon expended by the provin- 
cial govoniinent or which remain duo, up 
to time of tho passing of this act, for work 
or material supplied by the government 
of British Columbia since the ihty 
of 1882. 

(/i.) The government of Canada shall, 
with all convenient speed, offer for sale 
.the lands within tho railway belt upon the 
mainland, on liberal terms to actual set- 
tlers ; ar.d 

(i.) Shall give persona who have squat- 
ted on any of the aaid lands within tho 
railway belt on tho mainland, prior to the 
passing of this act, and who have made 
substantial improvements thereon, a prior 
right of purchasing tho lands so im- 
proved, at the i-ates charged to sottlere 
generally. 

(j.) This agreement is to be taken by 
tho province in full of all claims up to this 
date by the province against tho Do- 
minion, in respect of delays in tho con- 
struction of tho Canadian Pacific railway, 
and in respect of the Eaquimalt and Na- 
naimo railway, and shall be taken by the 
Dominion government in satisfaction of 
all claims for additional lands under tho 
Terms of Union. 

And whereas it is expedient tliat the 
said agreement should be ratified, and that 
provision should bo made to carry out tho 
terms thereof : 

Therefore Her Majesty, by and with 
the advice and consent of the legislative 
assembly of the province of British Co- 
lumbia, enacts aa follows : — 

1. The hereinbefore recited agroomont 
shall be and is hereby ratified and ad- 
opted. 

2. Section 1 of the act of the legisla- 
ture of British Columbia, No. 11 of 1880, 
intituled "An act to authorize the grant 
of certain public lands on tho mainland 
of British Columbia to the government of 
tho Dominion of Canada for Canadian 
Pacific railway purposes," is hereby am- 
ended BO aa to read us follows : — 

From and after the passing of this act 
there shall be, and there is hereby grant- 
ed to the Dominion government for the 
purpose of constructing and to aid in 
the construction of the portion of 
the Canadian Pacific railway on 
the mainland of British Columbia, in 
trust, to bo appropriated as the Dominion 
government may deem advisable, a simi- 
lar extent of public lands along tho line 
of the railway before mentioned, where- 
over it may be finally located (not to ex- 
ceed 20 miles on each side of tho said 
lino) aa may be appropriated for the same 
purpose by the Dominion from the public 
lands of the Northwest territories and 
tho province of Manitoba, as provided in 
tho order in council, section 11, admit- 
ting the province of British Columbia 
into confederation; but nothing in this 
section contained shall prejudice the 
right of tho province to receive and be 
paid by tho Dominion government the 
sum of §100,000 per annum, in half-year- 
ly payments in advance, in consideration 
of the lands so conveyed, tis provided in 
section 11 of the terms of union, 

3. There is hereby granted to the Do- 
minion government (save as is hereinafter 
excepted) all that piece or parcel of land 
situate in Vancouver laland, described as 
follows: — 

Bounded on the south by a straight 
line drawD from the head of. Saanich In- 
let to Muir craek on the Straits of Fuca; 

On the west by a straight line drawn 



from Muir creek aforesaid to Crown 
mouiituin; 

On the north by a straight line drawn 
from Crown mountain to Seymour Nar- 
rows; and 

On the east by the coast line of Van- 
couver Island to tho point of comnioiico- 
ment; and includnig all coal, coal oil, 
ores, stones, clay, marble, alato, mines, 
minerals, and substances whatsoever 
thereupon, therein, and thereunder. 

4. There is excepted out of the tract of 
land granted by the preceding section all 
that portion thereof lying to the north- 
ward of a line running east and west half 
way between tho niouth of tho Courteiiay 
river (Coniox district) and Seymour Nar- 
rows. 

5. Provided always that the govern- 
ment of Canada^ shall bo entitled out of 
such excepted tract^to; lands equal.in ex- 
tent to those alienated up to the date uf 

this act by crown grant, pre-emption, or 
otherwise within tho limits of the grant 
mentioned in section J of this act. 

(j. The grant mentioned in aeotion 3 of 
this act'sholl notinclude any laii^s now 
held under crown grant, lease, agreement 
for sale, or other alienation' by the crown, 
nor shall it includu Indian reserves or 
aettlementa. 

7. There is hereby granted to the Do- 
minion government three and a half mil- 
lion acres of laud in that portion of the 
Peace lliver district of British Columbia 
lying east of tho Rocky mountains and 
adjoiningthe Northwest territory of Can- 
ada, to Ije located by the Dominion in 
one rectangular block. 

8. For the purpose of enabling the 
government of Canada to construct thu 
railway between Esquimiilt and Nanaimo, 
it is hereby enacted that such persons, 
hereinafter called the "company," aa may 
be naiiied by the governor-general in 
council, with all such other pcraons and 
corporati'jiia aa shall become shareholders 
in the coiupuny, shall he and are hereby 
constituted a body corporate and politic 
by the name of "The Esquimalt and 
Nanaimo Railway Company. " 

9. The company, and (heir agents and 
servants, shall lay out, construct, equip, 
maintain, and work a continuoua double 
or single track steel railway of .the gauge 
of the Canadian Pacific railwey, and also 
a telegraph lino, with the proper appur- 
tenances, from a point at or near the har- 
bor of Esquimau, in British Columbia, 
to a port or place at or near Nanaimo on 
the eastern coixst of Vancouver Island, 
with power to extend the main lino to 
Coniox and Victoria, and to construct 
branches to settlements on the cast coast, 
and also to extend the said railway by 
ferry communications to the mainland of 
British Columbia, anil'tfioro to connect or 
amalgamate with any railway line in ope- 
ration or course of construction. Tli» 
company shall also liav6 power and au- 
thority to build, own, and operate steam 
and other vesaeh in coiinoction with the 
aaid railway, on and over the bays, gulfa, 
and inland waters of British Columbia. 

10. The company may accept and re- 
ceive from the government of Canada any 
lease, grunt, or conveyance of lands by 
way of subsidy or otherwise, in aid of 
the construction of the said railway, and 
may enter into' any contract with the 
aaid government for or respecting the 
use, occupation, mortgage, or sale of the 
aaitl lands, or any part thereof, on such 
conditions as may be agreed upon bo- 
tween tho government and the company. 

11. Tho capital stock of tho company 
shall bo three millions of dollars, and 
shall be divided into shares of one hun- 
dred dollars each, but may be increased 
from time to time by the vote of the ma- 
jority in value of the shareholders pres- 
ent ill person, or rojireaented by proxy, 
at any meetings specially called for the 
purpose, to an amount not exceeding five 
million dollars. 

12. The persons to be named by tho 
governor-general in council shall bo and 
are hereby consLiluted a board of provis- 
ional diroctora of tho company, and shall 
hold such office as such until other di- 
rectors shall be elected under tho provis- 
ions of this act, and shall have power to 
fill any vacancies that may occur in the 
said board; to open stock books at Victo- 
ria, British Columbia, or any (jther city 
in Canada; procure subscriptions, and re- 
ceive payments on stock subscribed. 

13. When and so soon as one-half of 
the capital stock shall have been sub- 
scribed, and one-tenth of the amount 
thereof paid into the Bank of British 
Columbia oitnorat Victoria or .San Fran- 
cisco, or partly in each, the provisional 
directors may order a meeting of share- 
holders to be called at Victoria, British 
Columbia, at such time as they think 
proper, giving at least three weeks' notice 
there<^f in one or more neW8|iapcr8 pub- 
lished ill the city of Victoria, and by a 
circular letter laailed to eacli sliareholder, 
at which meeting tho shareholders pres- 
ent in person, or by prcty, shall elect 
five directors qualified as hereinafter pro- 
vided, who shaii hold oiDce'unlil the first 
Wednesday in October in the year follow- 
ing their election. 

14. On tiio said first Wudiieaday in 
October, and on the same day in each 
year thereafter, at the city of Victoria, or 
at such other place ^ shall be fixed by 
tho by-laws of the company, there shall 
he held a general meeting of the sliare- 
holdera for receiving the report 
of the directors transacting tho 
buainess of the company, gen- 
eral ur special, and electing the dir- 
ectors thereof; and public notice of such 
annual meeting and election shall- be pub- 
lished for one month before the day of 
meeting in one or more newspapers in the 
city of Victoria, and by circular letter 
mailed to c;ach shareholder at- least one 
month prior thereto. The election of 
directors shall be by ballot, and all share- 
holders may vote by proxy.. 

15. Three of the directors shall form a 
(juoruni for the transaction of business, 
and the board may employ one or more of 
their iiuinbor as paid director or directors, 
provided thai no person shall be elected 
director uiileaa he owns at least twenty- 
five shares of the stock of the company on 
which calls have been paid. 

IC. No call shall be made for more than 
ten per centum at any one time on the 
amount subscribed, nor .shall more than 
fifty per centum of the stock be called up 
in any one year. 

17. Tho consolidated railway act, eigh- 
teen hundred and aevonty-nino (1870) of 
Canada, shall, so far as its provisions are 
applicable to the uiidortakiiig and are not 
inconsistent with or contrary to the pro- 
visions of thia act, apply to the said rail- 
way, and shall be read with and form part 
of this act. 

18. Tho words "superior court," "clerk 
of tl'e peace," "registry offices," "clerk of 
court," aa used in the aaid consolidation 
railway act, ei(.;hteoii hundred and 
seventy-nine (1870), shall, for tho pur- 
poses of this act, be read and construed 
in the same aonae and meaning as if pro- 
vided by tho act passed by this legislnture 
thirty -eight (38) Victoria, chapter one 
hundred and thirty -eight (138), section 
(3). 

19. Sections five (5) and six (6) of the 
said last mentioned act ahall be read with 
and form part of this act. , .' . 

20. The said railway line from Eaqi{j- 



malt to Nanaimo shall be commenced 
forthwith and completed within three and 
a half ' years from the p(using-~ of this 

net. 

21. The railway, with its workshops, 
stations, and other necessary buildings 
and rolling stock, and also the capital 
stock of the railroad company, shall be 
exempt from provincial and municipal 
taxation until the expiration of ten years 
from tho completion of the railroad. 

22. The lands to be acquired by the 
company from the Dominian government 
for the construction of the railway shall 
not be subject to taxationV unless and 
until tho same are used by the company 
for other than railroad purpoaes, or 
leased, sold, or ulienated. 

23. The company shall be goverm-d by 
sub-aection (f) of the hereinbefore recited 
agreement, and shall alao'-gfant' to eobh 
bona fide squatter who Has continuously 
occupied, .'ind improved any of the limds 
within the tract uf land to bo acquired by 
tho company from the Doniinjon govern- 
ment for a period of one year.prior to tho 
first day of January, 1883, tlio freehold 
of the surface rights of the said squatted 
land, to the extent of 160 acres to each 
squatter. 

24. The company shall at all times sell 
coala gotten from tho lands that may bo 
acquired by them from the Dominion gov- 
ernment to any Canadian railway com- 
pany having the terminus of its railway 
on the seaboard of British Columbia, and 
to the Imperial, Dominion, and Provincial 
authorities, at the same ratoa as may bo 
charged to any railway company owning 
or operating any railway in the United 
States, or to any foroigii customer what- 
soever. 

25- All lands containing belts of timber 

fit for milling purpoaes shall bo 
sold at a price to be hereinafter fixed by 
the government of the Dominion or by 
the C(uupaiiy hereby incorporated. 

20. Tlie existing rights (if any) of any 
persons or corporations in any of the 
lands tn bo acquired by the company 
shall not be nftected by this act. 

27. The railway to be constructed in 
pursuance of thia act shall be the pro- 
perty of the company.

lion. Mr. Ilobson drew attention to a 
typographical error in I'lie. Cotoni^t which 
made him say that the coat of education 
was §90 per head in 1872 against §72 per 
head in 1882. What he really said was 
that the cost in 1882 was only $22. 

Mr. Beaven asked when the suplemen- 
tary estimates would be ph-tced before the 
house f 

Hon. Mr. Rob.Hon — To-morrow or next 

day probably. 

Mr. Beavon then proceeded to criticize 
the budget speech and complained of 
want of time to consider the important 
govornmont raoasuros which wore laid be- 
fore the house yesterday. lie deiiiud 
the atatonicnt of the finance minister that 
there was :i deficit of S7C,000 in 1882 and 
.laid an asact ot ^78,000 wa.s omitted in 
the mini.stei'a at.-.tenient. He claimed 
tl'.at the Elliott government had 
made an over - expenditure of 
$700,000 in two years [Mr. 
Smithe — No. j and asked if the finance 
minister when he drew the illustration of 
the boys swopping jackknivos did not re- 
fer to the Elliott governinont. ■ 

Hon. Mr. llobn/m said he did not re- 
fer to the Elliott government. 

Mr. Beavon continued that yvory gov- 
ernment since 1872, except the McCreight 
government, had exceeded their revenue. 
He admitted that the Walkom govorinnont 
had "sowed money broadcast," and said 
that they expeiuled in two and a-liiilf 
years §475,000 more than the revei>ue. 
The Elliott government came into power 
as an economical government ami left 
office in 2i years having expended §700,- 
000 more than the revenue. The last 
Walkom government came into power and 
left ollice -l^yoara having kept their pro- 
mise to keep the expenditure within tho 
revenue. 'I'here was no detioit in 1882 
and the minister of finance received the 
tinances of this country in a very satis' 
factory condition. The estimates were 
then referred to. It was a matter of re- 
gret that line of the first stops of the gov- 
ornmont .should bo to give away the 
Esquiinalt graving dock for §250,000. It 
was an act nf spoliation and showed how 
incompetent the government were. It 
was one of tliu schemes of the present 
leader of the government when in power 
before to give the dock to the Imperial 
government; but I'rovidence intervened 
and removed that hon. gentleman frmu 
office. Ho next criticized the estimates 
of revenue and expenditure and predicted 
that tliey would in the result be found in- 
correct. He regretted that tlio bill in- 
creasing tho road lollii was disallowed by 
tho Dominion government and lauded tlio 
financial policy of the late govorn- 
mont. He ropoated the calumny 
that the Elliott government expended 
S!700,000 in excess of revenue in two 
years and a-half and asked what the gov- 
ernment would do nftor tho sum of S?2.'i0,- 
000 received on account of the graving 
dock had been expended. Ho next re- 
ferred to' the increase of official salaries 
and sat down with a prediction of dis- 
aster, 



v'ince very nearly double the contract 
price. (."Sensation,) This was squander- 
ing tho public money with a vengeance. 
(Hear, hoar.) Concrete mixing did not 
show a very large increase ; but 120,000 
brick had cost to make only, $11.62 per 
thousand, which was mOro than double 
the price at which tho contractors were 
bound to make the bricks and put them 
in the wall ! And yet the hoit. gentle- 
man calls it an net of spoliation when the 
government purposes to relieve the pro- 
vince of this shameful burthen. (Hear, 
hoar.) Ho (Mr. Smithe) believed tho 
estimate of revenue would bo found to bo 
correct. The conditioo of the country 
now was very different to what it was u 
year ago. This government intended to 
do something' more than sit in theii of- 
fices and screw usurious taxes out of 
struggling .-iottlcrs, and they were justi- 
fied in calculatin^tliat there would be a 
large increase of revenue. A alight fall- 
ing off in the road folia was expected and 
had been provideil for. Tho salary of a 
fourth minister had boon placed on the 
estimates, and it was well known that 
one of tho membei-s of the government 
was serving the country without remnn- 
oratiuii of any kind. It was hard to say 
how long that gentloninn's professional 
engagemunts would permit hint to remain 
in the ministry aiid in case of his retire- 
ment, it might be necessary to create a 
fourth portfolio. Tiie government intend 
to travel through tho province and see for 
themselves that tho business of the coun- 
try is being priiporly traiiaaeted, and as- 
certain tho wants of the people. (Cheers.) 
In conclusion ho showed that the state- 
ment of tho finance minister of a deficit 
in last year's accounts was correct, and 
said that in snnic cases the loader of the 
opposition wn.-j prodigal and in others 
niggardly. The ynvAirnn>ent intended to 
carry out all tlioir pledges and do all 
things within Ihuir power to ndvani-e the 
interests of the country. (Cheers.) . 
Unuse then went into

It was a wonder he 
had not claimed that the long session pro- 
duced the island railway, because tho 
session was prolonged awaiting the con- 
struction of the island railway. The hon. 
gentleman and his colleagues sat on this 
side of the house awaiting tho lat of May 
when the ministora were to lead tho -pro- 
vince out of the union and take posses- 
sion of tho custom house. (Laughter ! 
Ho denied emphatically that tho Elliott 
government spent §700,000 in two and a 
half years in excess of the revenues, and 
produced a financial statement which was 
proaeiited to tho house by tlie Elliott 
government. 'IHiat atateniGiit showed that 
when tho Elliott government took charge 
there were liabilities amounting to ^73,- 
222.23 which tho Walkem-Beaven govern- 
ment had- incurred.

The eicesa of 
each year was shown in that report, and it 
was proved that an over-«xpondituro of 
over §750,000 was made by the Walkem- 
Beaven government and not by the Elliott 
government. Tho leader of the opposi- 
tion had stated that the last Walkom gov- 
ernment wont into power to reduce ex- 
penditure, and they succeeded. The hon. 
gentleman had sat in his ullicc receiving 
the revenue provided for him by the El- 
liott government, but what effort did ho 
ever make to increase, tho revenue I 
Nothing, except to iinpose 25 percent, on 
the poor, atrugt,'ling settlers. (Hear, 
hear.) The hon. gentleman had referred 
to tho transfer of tho dock to the Do- 
minion government as an act of spoliation 
and also to the proposition of the Elliott 
government to transfer tho dock to tho 
Imperial government. Tho loader of tho 
oppoaition supported that [iroposition. 

Mr. Beavon denied the charge. Ho 
never favored the proposition. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe referred to the jour- 
nals of tho house of 1877, and repeated 
that the hon. gentleman had voted for 
tho proposition. Mr. Walkom aided 
the government with amendmenta and 
tho leader of tho opposition assisted also. 
The leader of tho government and the 
leader of the opposition worked together 
on that occasion. There was not a word 
said against the scheme on the floor of 
the house. It was unanimously sane- 
tinned by the house. Under tlie terms of 
union it was arranged that the Dominion 
government should guaranleo 5 per cent, 
interest to any company that v.'ould build 
the dry dock. It was only recently that 
the idea had taken possession of a few 
minds that tho dock would bo built as a 
government work. In 1873 Mr. DeCoa- 
nios oU'ered the guarantee to the Imperial 
government. It would be impossible for 
any government to continue the dock as 
it had been carried on by tho late govern- 
ment. He had got the statement of the re- 
lative cost of day and contract labor, lie 
had made a statement at tho beginning of 
the session that there was no data in the 
ollioea by which tho difi'oronco might bo 
calculated. A committee had reported 
that tho diflbronce could bo agoertainod in 
a week ; and yet two months had elapsed 
before hu received the statoment. Ue 
had only got it to-day, and from an ox- 
ainination ho was satisfied the dock would 
cost upwards of 31,000,000. The stone, 
unset, cost §2,41) por cubic foot, and the 
contract price of tho stono, cut and sot, 
was only §1 per cubic foot. Excavations, 
by the day's work aystoni, cost the pro-

iMr Grant hold tho heads of depart- 
luont.i were not aufliciently paid. The 
civil service committeu, with tho excep- 
tion of tho finance minister, had boon 
unaniin'iiisly of that opinion, and $3000 
was not enough for a minister. 

Mr. Duusmuir agreed with Mr. Grant, 
believing that $3000 was too littlo. It 
was a bad move to reduce tho salaries at 
first. Uo would like to see §000 added, 
for the benefit of the aeiiior member for 
Victoria. (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. .Sinitho said there was truth 
and force in what had boon said. Ho had 
opposed tho reduction at first when a pri- 
vate niombor; but it would bo difficult for 
any govoriiinent to reconnnend an in- 
crease now.

Tho 
work was increasing in tho lands and works 
department, and in tho near future tho 
government miglit aeo their w.ay to givinj,' 
him an advance. 

Mesara. (irant, Armstrong, Duusmuir 
and McLooso favored $10 a month in- 
crease to the draughtsman. 

Mr. Beavon said tho salaries should be 
regulated by statute. 

Attiirnoy goncral's department — $6040.

Messrs. Grant and Dingwall fnvored an 
increase in tho registrar goneral'a salary. 

Mr. .John said the member for Caasiar 
was very liberal. If he had his way ho 
would probably vote tho whole of tht; 

Ho would like 
the salary of tho eleik raised still higher, 
but the goveriimeut had [M'obably done 
all it ccnild. 

Mr. .Semlin said the question of in- 
creasing thoHo salaries was never canvassed 
at the late elections, and there should not 
bo a largo increase until the people had 
approved of it.

House Ihen adjournod till 11 o'clock

F&pora- 

Relating to the island ruilttay, the 
graving dock, and tho railway lands wore 
laid before tho houso yesterday. They 
comprise tho minute of council addressed 
by this government to the Dominion 
government respecting the important 
matters mentioned. 'J'iic first paper is 
dated tho 10th February, only 16 days 
after this governmont took office, a fact 
which shows that tho ininiflters were 
keenly alive to the importance of an early 
Bettloineiit of tho ui-iturbinR qiiorttion. 
The minute pnta the case of iho province 
very strongly. Several brief telegrams 
which passed between the govorninents 
and Mr. Trutch are given, and then cornea 
the proposition of the Dominion govern- 
ment, modifying somewhat the proposi- 
tion of this govornmont, and the return 
close.i with lliia minute of council of the 
the Victoria govornmont : 

" That whilst it is folt that the claims 
of British Columbia upon tho Dominion 
of Canada for compensation for injury 
sustained in the past from the non-fulQl- 
ment of the railway clause of the terms of 
union, and from the locking up from set- 
tlement of the lands set apart for railway 
purposes within the provinco, have not 
been adequately conaidered by tho Do- 
minion government, it is nevortheless a 
matter of vital importance to the provinco 
that the questions which have ao long 
agitated the public mind, aiid have tond- 
oJ to embitter tho relations existing be- 
tween tho two govorninents should bo 
settled, and that the Dominion and pro- 
vinco shall unite in a common endeavor 
to open the country to settlement in tho 
fullest manner possible ; and it is deemed 
to be dosir.ible, in order to attain those 
ends, to accept the Eottlemont proposed 
in the tenns of the letter referred to from 
tho aforesaid Hon. J. W. Trutch to tho 
premier. 

"Tho committee, however, wish it to be 
understood that certain matters of detail 
arranged verbally with the agent of tho 
Dominion, the Hon. Mr. Trutch, whicli 
ara not embodied in the letter referred to 
are to be taken as part of the settlement. 
The assumption by the Dominion govern- 
ment of all graving dock liabilities, and 
the commencement, within four months, 
of the construction of tho Island railway 
being, among other matters of import- 
ance, overlooked in tho letter embodying 
the terms of the aettlement. The employ- 
ment of white labor exclusively upon the 
works at the graving dock is important, 
and tho committoe rocommend that tho 
Doaiinion government bo asked to accept 
the stipulation that Chinese labor be ex- 
cluded from the work in the future as 
heretofore. 

"The proposal with reference to the 
construction of tho Island railway is in 
language somewhat indefinite, but. the 
committee are of opinion that the practi- 
cal meaning is that tho completion of the 
Island ruihvay within three and a half 
yoars is assured. 

"The stipulation cimtaincd in the last 
paragraph of Mr. Trutch's letter, tluit if 
tho proposals bo approved by tho govern- 
ment of British Columbia, their accept- 
ance shall bo ratified by act of tho legisla- 
ture of British Columbia as in full of all 
claims whatsoever of the government oi 
BritiHh Columbia against tho govornnienl 
of Canada, can only fairly mean in ro- 
apoot of tho promises to date, and in that 
sonao the committoo recommend its ac- 
coptanco.-l^ 

The Stkasiek Saudo.vvx.- -Since tho 
last visit of the Sardony.x to this port she 
has been much improved. Her liiill has 
been raised about three feet, and she has 
been fitted with an upper deck with an 
iron' ralil from stem to atom . Her pas- 
senger aocommodation has of course been 
much incre aaed.

SECOND DA^. 

Tuk.suav, May Sth. 
Yesterday morning- at 10' o'clock, the 

adjourned inquest on the body of Donald 
McPhail was continued before the coron- 
■T, hon. A. F. Pemberton. 

The deputy attorney general was pres- 
ent on behalf of the government, and Mr. 
Pooley on behalf of the ownei-s. 

The names of the juiy were called. 

Mr. A. Vipond con tinned— I heard Mr. 
McAllister's evidence.' The distance be- 
tween bulkhead and iron casing outside 
brick work of boiler on lower hold waa 2 
feot. The upwer bulkhead was the near- 
oat; the nearest wood to the boiler is 12 
inches distant, it is the combing lining 
the aides of the opening through which 
the boiler passes, tnrou^ the main deck. 
I have the sketch of the boiler whicii I 
now produce together with tho book con- 
tuining it. Tho combing was not shown 
in the sketch initi.iled B. [Thy witiiesa 
hero explained the sketch of the boiler to 
the jury; it was set in brickwork surroun- 
ded by an iron casing, tho flames passing 
under tho shoU of tho boiler, thence inter 
the back connection and returning through 
the Uuos to the funnel over tho furnace 
door.4 at the front. Ue also shewed them 
the details of construction and tho posi- 
tion of the bulkhoad.J Occasionally a 
tarpauling was placed down tho face of 
the moveable bulkhead in the forward 
part of the coal bunkers, to keep fine coal 
irom passing through to tho back connec- 
tions. This is n"t necessarily dangerous 
with proper care; it was safer at this par- 
ticular place to have the hatches open 
than closed. These hatches are not re- 
quired by regulation; if a fire broke out 
these hatches might be of use in chcckiiii; 
tho current or draught. The bottom edge 
of tho combing would be 18 inches from 
the casing of the back connection of the 
boiler. I think there was no iron sheath- 
ing on this combing; I think tho wood- 
work over the boiler was distant 12 inches 
from it; it is apart of the duty of tho in- 
spector to examine such matters. I have 
no memorandum concerning it; I do not 
know if the floor above the boiler is cased 
with iron, but I think it unnecessary; the 
iron casing surrounding the brickwork on 
the back connection extended some 3 or 4 
inches above the water line. I have no 
idea how the fire can have arisen; from 
the inspection which I made I shouldcon- 
oidor tho arrangements about the boiler 
perfectly safe as regards fire. I was i n 
tho Grappler about n wook after my in- 
spection, when she was under steam. I 
then inspected tho equipment and hull, 
the boiler and machinery I inspected on 
the 17th March. I had made the second 
inspection when I gave tho certificate; at 
the sec(>nd inspection I examined tho ma- 
chinery in motion again, in addition to 
tho hull. I know of no alterations since. 
Tho certificate was for 12 months. 

To tho coroner — There is no difference 
in my opinion under tho act between a 
certificate and a license. 

Witness continuoil — The number of 
crew was not ascertained at the time of in- 
spection, as she was only going as a tug. 
On the 15th March 1882 it waa 14 ; this 
point is only recorded in the inspector's 
book. As regards passenger boats 1 na- 
cortain the number of tho crow only in 
respect to the number of life prosorvors 
that tho vessel should have on board. I 
have no power as to crew under tho steam 
boat inspection act. Tho number of on- 
ginoora required for any particular vessel 
is not specified; tho class of tho engineer 
is specified. A freight and tug boat of 
100 tons might have a second class engi- 
neer, but not a third; and if she carried 
passengers she would have to take a first 
class. If she was over 30 horse power 
nominal, a third class engineer could not 
take her. The diameter of the Grap- 
pler's boiler was 6 feet 7 inches, and three 
eighths of an inch would bo a good thick- 
ness; tho Grapplcr'a boiler was fivo-six- 
teonrtis of an inch thick. It would also 
depend on tho amount of steam pressure 
which was to bo carried. The thickness 
of the plate can bo measured at tho lap of 
tho joints and the sizes are given by tho 
maker and sworn to; I inspected the boil- 
er partially throug the man hole; I should 
have gone through it but I waa too large 
a man. There waa no change made in 
tho boiler reported since my inspection; 
after tho inspection by Mr. Andrew Gray 
in March 1882; there had been no re- 
pairs mado during the year since tho in- 
spection of 15th Slarch 1882. Both hull 
and machinery wore inspected then; there 
was an inspection by Andrew Gray on 
October 20th 1882; he says that the 
"Grappler's boiler was in good order last 
March. (See page 2.) The boats havo 
all boon put in good order, G oars for 
each boat." He then refers to page 70, 
old book: There wore no lifeboats on tho 
Grappler when I inspected her; there was 
onu lifeboat entered in mistake on the 
wrong line in ray book, I measured tho 
large boat, but the smaller one I did not 
measure; the boats were in the water 
when I inspected them. I also inspected 
tho davits and tackle, but am not positive 
about the position of tho davits; the 17- 
foet boat would carry ton persons, exclus- 
ive of the crew, which would consist of 4 
for each boat; that wouldgive a carrying 
capacity for 30 people. There were C me- 
tal buckets in the racks on tho hurricane 
deck; tho CO life preservers were placed 
in tho bunks mostly; I saw no buoys and 
told them to got some. They are requir- 
ed to have one buoy on deck with a rope 
attached, which Mr. Saunders promised 
to get. Tho life preservers wore cork of 
tho regulation pattern, with shoulder 
straps and back straps. I did not tost 
their buoyancy; there wore no wooden 
floats. There were tho necessary anchoru 
and chains. I thought these sufllcient. 
There was no fire extinguisher so far as I 
kifew; she had three signal lamps, and 
other.i besides thesb; I w.as not asked to 
give her a certificate to carry passengers. 
There waa a penalty for carrying pasaen- 
gors without a license or certificate. I 
should think as to her hull and machinery 
■ ho was fit to carry passengers, but not as 
to her equipment at the time I inspected 
her. There was one hand fire engine on 
deck, (pago 66 of record) it was placed 
forward, I think; she. had two bilge 
pumps 3| in. diameter, and 6 in. stroke 
in the engine room; 2 feed pninps, 2in. 
diameter and 18 in, stroke also in the en- 
gine room. The two bilge pumps were 
available for fire. There was also a steam 
donkey pump in the engine room; I test- 
ed the donkey pump in tho test applied 
to tho bnilor, there was a hoso attached 
to it. Tho boat was not loaded when she 
was inspected; there wore 120 feot hose, 
one half in the engine room and the' other 
half on tho main deck; I consider this 
sufficient, Tho length of the vessel was 
108§ft. The hose on dock was hung 
alongside tho hand pump. She ' was nu- 
Ihbrfzed to run by certificate. The boats 
were supposed to be covered; could not 
say if there were motalltc vessels for oil 
waste in tho engine' room; the lanterns 



were of the kind in which oil reservoirs 
weirVscrewod into tho <>lobe8. Tho cori- 
nectioii between the wheel and the rud- 
der was a hemp rope : it passed along the 
under side of tho deck; there was noth- 
ing but a box cover to tho rope. I could 
not say how far the casing extended; tho 
ropecauw neareat to tho boiler in p.aasing 
it; the wheel-house was over the boiler; 
the rope might come within 3 feet of the 
back connection of the boiler where they 
descend from the wheel-house. I do not 
remember if this portion was enclosed, 
but-- 1 consider it likely. I think this is a 
safe connection between the wheel and 
the tiller. All the boats I have inspected 
have hemp rope on the tiller; I am not 
aware that there was any other means of 
steering except the whom. She could not 
affix a tiller to her rudder stock. The 
boat had two principal decks — the main 
deck and the hurricane 'deck — the engine 
was in the hold. There was an iron step- 
ladder from the main deck to the engine 
room; also a forward hatcliway. From 
the cabin thero waa a companion way lead- 
ing to the dock. There were two open- 
ings or gangw.ays in the side; I know 
nothing about tlie insuranco of the ves- 
sel. 

i'o Mr. Pooloy — It is not necessary to 
cover the woodwork above the boiler by 
iron sheathing; it is [jossiblo to get a 
pressure of steam that woultl scorcn tho 
wood if closer than 12 inches. With ro- 
spect to passenger equipment she lacked 
one lifeboat, aonie life preservers and life 
buoys. In all other rcapeeta sho was fit to 
carry pasaengera. I never examined the 
tiller ropes all the way through. I know 
Mr. Steele, engineer of tho boat, he has a 
first class certificate. There is at prosent 
no properly appointed inspector of steam- 
boats, and T have only been acting in that 
capacity. 

Tho inquest waa then adjourned till 
10 o'clock to. morrow morning.
